A STIPU LATIO N DRAW N. 
After thia oil parties were again in Court, and I 
urged the Court to enter judgment for p'aiutiff, 
which the Court would not do unless the Attorney - 
General consented to set aside the judgments al­ 
ready entered. This tho Attorney-General did, and 
judgment? were eutered accordingly, 1 pitting in 
open Court what was strictly true, ti at 1 desired to 
get the money i to the State ami county treasuries 
as soon as possible, ami that tho stipulation made 
by the Attorney-General and myself was not in­ 
tended, and under no circumstances should be con­ 
strued, to cut off any rights which the Slate would 
have to appeal. 
I further drew the following stipu­ 
lation, which embodied my understanding of the 
situation : 
*• In the Circuit Court of the United Rtitos, 
Ninth Circuit, District of California. 
[Title of 
Court and cause.]—It is hereby stipulated by and 
between the parries to the above-entitled action that 
a writ of error shall be taken in said cose to the Su­ 
preme Couri. of the United States, upon a record 
which shall fully present the question whether the 
defendant is liable for penalties, interest and attor­ 
neys’ fee? claimed ia said action. 
“ And it is further stipulated that Ivfch parties 
will join in the request to the Supremo Court either 
to advance said case at once for hearing and de­ 
cisión, or, if that cannot be d me, both parties will 
stipulate to submit the case upon written or printed 
arguments as soon a» it can potsibly* be done.” 
WAITING TO HEAR FROM THE SUPREME CDURT. 
I then telegraphed as fully a? possible the situa­ 
tion to tho Supreme Court at Washington, and asked 
them to hear a test case at once, and am at this mo­ 
ment expecting to receive an answer. 
While I am of opinion that the entire rights of 
the State involved in this controversy are saved (as 
it was intended they should be) by the judgment al­ 
ready entered and proposed to he entered in favor 
of the State, yet I am perfectly w illing to place the 
point beyond controversy by any argument or any 
fortu of judgment that may be necessary for this 
purpoee, so that no doubt can be entertained by 
anyone, and so that every quest on involved l>e- 
tween the railroad companies and the State may bo 
set at rest forever, ami decided finally and at once 
by the Supreme Court of the United States, no 
question remaining. 
I have thus, my dear Governor, endeavored to 
give you a plain statement of the precise status of 
tne litigation now pending, aud of tho entire will­ 
ingness and readiness of the railroad companies 
now, as in the past, to bring the controversy be­ 
tween ih^m and the State to an ¡inmediato and final 
conclusion.

The Keno (iazette, commenting upon the 
proposition to expend $40,000 on the Sac­ 
ram ento levee system a t once, says : 
This seems to be a wise policy, based on 
well-grounded fear th at the present condi­ 
tion ci the levees around th at city does not 
insure the safety of property as&inst the 
floods of the coming oeason. 
W ith from 
eight to fifteen feet of enow along the im- 
menfe watershed of the Sierras, compris­ 
ing over 20,000 square miles of area, which 
in the spiing will pour its torrents down 
the Yuba, the Bear and the forks of the 
American, it cannot but juBtly alarm the 
thinking people of Sacramento. 
From , 
every canyon side, from every plowed field 
in the foothills, with this immense body of 
m elting snow and foothill rains, will go 
millions upon millions of cubic inches of 
disintegrated earth, which no puny injunc­ 
tion can stay. 
The God of N ature has de­ 
creed these m ountain stream s as the w ork­ 
ing rivers of the coast to feed the low 
waste places cf the deep-down valleys. So 
long 
as 
the 
m onutains 
stand 
and 
thero is rain, snow 
and sunshine, bo 
long will th e cities and towns along the 
Sacramento, near the m ouths of these 
mountain stream s, have to raise and con­ 
tinue to raise their levees, and w ith them 
the sites and foundation of their cities ; for 
if every hydraulic mine in the Sierras is 
stopped, yet the laws of nature will not 
stop. 
Each year, as the rocks, of the 
m ountains are laid more bare by stripping 
them cf their vegetable covering and trees, 
so long will the danger of heavy iloods be 
increased. 
^ ith no vegetation on the 
mountains, there is no absorption of the 
moisture in the atm osphere w ithin the 
storm laoge; nor is there any absorption 
from the eaith to the support of vegetable 
life. 
The result is th at condensations from 
the at nosphere are as sudden as the moist 
atm osphere strikes the cold, sterile moun­ 
tain side. 
In the w arm th of the spriDg 
sun the w inter snow has no protection 
from its burning ra y s; the result is sudden 
tiood3, and more of them than when the 
m ountains were covered w ith heavy tim ­ 
ber and vegetable life.

The San Franciaeo Call does not, we beg 
ieave to suggest, treat the Cremation So­ 
ciety wi ’i fairness. 
A speaker at a m eet­ 
ing of the a'sociatioa declared th a t active 


opposition 
ociety came m ainly from 
undertakers, hackm en and a few physi­ 
cians. 
To thi3 tho Call replies: “ The 
persons concerned would probably find, if 
a e f f o r t were made to destroy our ceme­ 
teries by clearing off the shrubbery, de­ 
facing the monuments and tram pling down 
th e mounds, th at opposition would come 
from a 
classes of the community. 
The 
tru th is, it shocks most persons to even 
i-.lk of destroying the bodies of their 
friends by üre ; hence it is not surprising 
th at men do not readily embrace the no­ 
tion." I t is as w ell to be fair in this debate. 
V.’e have yet to hear of a crem ation society 
th a t proposes aoy such asraults upon the 
ones of the dead. 
If there have been put 
forw ard any such ideas a t San Francisco 
th ey are foreign to the whole scheme of 
incencration, and not justified by any of 
its doctrines, as the Call m ust certainly 
be aware. 
All th at crem ationists ask is 
th e liberty to dispose of their dead as to 
them seems best, and in a m anner not 
opposed co decency, public health or the 
dictates of scientific truth. 
The refusal to 
grant them this Í3 the result of prejudice 
for old methods, and ¡3 off of a piece with 
th a which confronts nearly all material 
progressive movements in their early his­ 
tory. 
Most physicians of whom we have 
heard or read when pinned down to a Hat 
expression are favorable to cremation, and 
th e m ost brilliant and earnest advocates 
of it to-day are medical men ot broadest dis­ 
tinction. 
T he last sentence of our contem porary’s 
criticism is expreseivo oi tho tru th ; it 
docs “ shock rr,03t persons to talk of de­ 
stroying their bodies by fire.” B ut it needs 
modification ; the bodies are cot destroyed 
by fire ; th e “ shock ” is due to precon­ 
ceived ideas regarding crem ation th at are 
m ol. largely tho outgrow th of igDorance 
concerning it, and paucity of information 
regarding the evils, cruelties and indc- 
cenoy of burial. 
W e venture to say th a t if a fair state­ 
m ent is made to any candid and intelli­ 
gent m ind 
f tha reasons for cremation, 
th a t m ind Will approve, and if it hesitates 
to embrace, will do so because of the old­ 
tim e prejudice fcr the grave, despite all its 
corruption and rotting llesb, and poisonous 
em anations. 
W e venture the assertion 
th a t the C all itself belivea, in th e privacy 
of its soul, th a t cremation is in the inter­ 
ests of the living, and equally as respect­ 
ful to the dead as is burial. 
It is certainly 
capable of dem onstration th at it is the 
m ost cleanly and economical m ethod of 
disposing of our loved dead, and that it 
enables us, while checking the spread of 
disease and lessening tho sequestration of 
valuable grounds, to most sacredly gather 
and conveniently and pleasantly keep and 
pay respect to the remains of tho departed. 
Science, 
medical 
authority, 
eanitary 
dem onstration, kindly and tender care for 
tho loved ones, gentleness in tr ating the 
rem ains of the dead, considerations of 
economy, all sustain and justify the de­ 
m ands of cremationists. 
Against them arc 
arrayed only the prejudices of custom. 
T here are absolutely no other things to be 
claim ed in favor of burial. 
I t is expen­ 
sive, cruel and dangerous to the living, 
and. when properly viewed, disrespectful 
and barbarous treatm ent of the bodies of 


the dead. 
So far as the destruction of cemeteries 
is concerned, even if any ill-advised cre- 
inationist should suggest it, the Call will 
be able to recall tho fact th at cemeteries 
have very often been destroyed. 
One of 
th e finest residence sections in Chicago oc­ 
cupies ground which was once a cemetery, 
and th at but about tw enty-six years ago. 
T he bones were gathered and burned, by 
the way, of all bodies for which claim ants 
did not como forward, and from which the 
flesh and 
the encasements had rotted 
aw ay. 
One of the largest public squares 
of lower New Y rrk c ity was years ago a 
cem etery teeming w ith corruption. 
And 
♦hough the be dies were long ago removed, 
ao poisoned wae tho soil th at to this day 


physicians testify to its evil effects upon 
those living about the square. 
San Fran­ 
cisco herself will eventually reach th at 
stage of growth when some of her ceme­ 
teries will vanish before the spreading 
boundaries of the metropolis, and our con­ 
tem porary will find th at there will then be 
no such “ opposition” as it now fearE.

On 
the contrary, it points to our duty all the 
more plainly. 
I t is a poor response by a 
humane Government to an appeal to do 
right, to reply th at another has failed to 
do so. 
If it is a right thing to encourage 
assassins in a warfare by the bomb and 
dynam ite system upon a country w ith 
which we are a t peace, let us have the 
courage to say so. 
If this people believe 
such m ethods to bo indefensible on any- 
ground, to be dastardly, and deserving the 
condemnation of all self-respecting peoples, 
let them also have the courage to so dictate, 
and to act upon the declaration. 
This 
country is a house of refuge for the op­ 
pressed ; its sym pathies are and m ust be 
w ith every people struggling toward self­ 
government, and to shake off tyrannous con­ 
trol ; but it is not of necessity committed 
to the plots and schemes of assassins and 
conspirators, who make war upon women 
and children, and the people of the street, 
indiscrim inately under the guise of liberty.

A DOUBTFUL 
AMENDMENT. 


The L im b amendm ent to the new Chi­ 
nese restriction bill is of very doubtful 
wisdom. 
I t provides th at the Government 
of the U nited States shall pay all costa 
and charges for the sustenance, m ainten­ 
ance and return to China of any Chinese 
coming here but not entitled to land. Thi3 
amounts to an inducem ent to steam ers and 
packets to bring Chinese to these shores 
for the sake of securing the return passage 
fee. 
I t will remove responsibility from the 
carriers wholly, and make them entirely 
careless concerning the passengers who 
offer. 
If, however, shipm asters are to be 
held to responsibility for the return of pas 
aengers refused landing, due caution will 
lie exercised in accepting th e n in the first 
instance. 
T hat is as it should be. 
The 
United States C ovtrnm ent is interested 
only in the question of the landing of the 
forbidden class. 
But if it is made known 
th at the Governm ent will return the pas 
aengers, hundreds if net thousands will 
avail themselves of the opportunity of a 
sea voyage and assume all the chances of 
effecting a landing, and ocean passenger 
carriers, by motives of self-interest, will 
be moved to stim ulate sach travel. 
If the 
amendm ent goes into the bill finally, it will 
go very far tow ard destroying it and ren 
dcriDg the whole restriction scheme so ob 
noxious to the people and so costly to the 
Governmeut th at the effort to exclude the 
objectionable class of Chinese will fall to 
the ground. 
I t would really appear that 
some of our brethren at the E ast hav- 
their bowels of compassion moved more 
for such foreigners as are by law wisely ex­ 
cluded from our territory, than tor the 
people of this country, upon whose prose 
perity and elevation the progress and per­ 
manency of the nation depends.

NEEDED 
SOCIETY. 


The S m Frsncisco Bulletin rem arks at 
interesting length upon the recently pub­ 
lished statistics of life iost by accident. 
The subject suggests very naturally another 
closely related to it—the advisability of an 
organization upon this coast to rew ard by­ 
proper acknowledgment, if nothing more, 
those heroic men and women who peril 
their lives to save others. 
There can be no 
higher incentive for true heroism than its 
own spirit, but noqe the lees is it a duty- 
incum bent upon us to stim ulate the spirit 
of self-sacriiice, and recognize by suitable 
expression and token, courageous acts of 
our fellows in tho saving of human life.

PROHIBITION CONVENTION. 


A 
Ticket 
Nominated—The 
Levee 
Tax 
Favored. 
The Prohibition Convention met at Y. M. 
C. A. H ail last evening. 
There was a very 
large attendance and much interest mani­ 
fested. 
The Convention was called to order 
by the Chairman of their Central Committee, 
A. J . Gregg. 
He said that prohibition was 
a new departure and, like all pioneer move­ 
ments, it was sustained by the bravest and 
most honorable men in the community. 
Wo ask for and we will have a new 
departure. 
We must proclaim a declaration 
cf independence. 
We will no longer respord 
to the call of tbe party laBh, but we will de­ 
clare ourselves freemen and bid defiance to 
king alcohol. 
He said, “ Ycu have come here 
to nominate a new and independent ticket 
for municipal officers. 
You have the major­ 
ity of the community with you, and if you 
advocate the cause of prohibition you must 
eutely win.” 
Prayer was offered by Rev. J . Field. 
Several committees were appointed. 
A. J . Gregg was elected permanent Chair­ 
man, and J . Mason Haight pormanent Sec­ 
retary. 
The Committee on Platform and Resolu­ 
tions, consisting of Dr. Clayton, T. T . Staf­ 
ford, J. R. McConnell and E . C. Parker, re­ 
ported, and the same was taken npseiiatim , 
amended and adopted, and a3 a whole was 
unanimously adopted: 
We demand the absolute prohibition of the manu­ 
facture, supply, sale or traffic in intoxicating bever­ 
ages, under the heaviest penalties of law. 
We protest against the sanction or permission of 
gambling hy our city authorities, in defiance of 
State law, and we demand its suppression. 
We believe in tiie psuper protf ction of onr city by 
levees, and by the levy of the tax of ¿2d,000 for 
that purpose. 
We declare in favor of the prohibition of ail taxa­ 
tion, regulation or legal sanction, in any form, of 
the saloon business. 
We demand of the Mayor and all proper city of­ 
ficials the employment of all legitimate means to 
carry out the above principles. 
We favor such settlem ent of city indebtedness a9 
will he juat to her creditors and honorable to her 
citizens. 
In speaking in favor of the third plank cf 
the platform, Peter Bohl, a delegate and a 
well-known leal estate expert, among other 
things said : “ That plank should be adopted 
for the 828,000 tax levy. 
It would suit rre 
better if it was twice the amount of $28,000 
to be voted. 
Wo need it.
